Talk to the members of your court, and to the members of other 


organizations. Talk to people who aren't members of any organization. Ask 


them what they would like to see happen in our community, and how they 


would like to see our community affect the world. If the court can give people what they're asking for, it will continue into the next millennium as a leader of people. If it continues as it has, 


providing the vision of the few with the expectation that it will satisfy the community, it's my fear that the Court and the system will suffer an unfairly premature demise. 


To this years Empress, Mandy (and to all reigning Monarchs) | have this to say: Dont /et being Empress be the best thing you've ever done.\ am proud and thankful that the people of 


Edmonton's gay community had enough faith in me to let me represent them for a year. | learned many, many things in the year | was Empress: How to organize things, how to make a 


good impression when meeting people (and, | should admit, how to make a bad impression), and how to get other people to do part of my work for me and feel good about doing it. These 


are skills that | use daily in my workplace and community. Don't let people think that the value of being Empress is limited solely to costume and performance skills. 


Reigning as Empress is an honour and a priviledge. It's truly worth aspiring to. The crying shame that | see happen regularly, even frequently, is that people never do anything noteworthy 


again. Being Empress becomes the highlight of their lives, and their sole claim to fame. | ask: WAy rot try something new ?\ see so many positive examples of Emperors and Empresses 


who go on to bigger and better things. Some are business owners, others compete in sports, some have gone on to further their educations, and some have taken dramatic new directions 


in their own field. What ever you do, don't stagnate, or believe that being Empress is the top of the line. Use it as a starting gate, and come out of it at a run: you'll likely lead the pack 


thereafter. | hope your life will be as dynamic as the one I've been lucky enough to live 


| guess what it comes down to is not taking yourself seriously. It's been said that Angels can fly because they make light of themselves. For me, there are no truer words. The time | spend 


with my friends is always a time of laughter. They bring me joy even when they are bathing me in the acid of their tongues. Those friends who have passed on are the ones | celebrate the 


most.
